more to the breexe, bo hailed as the only true 
course to pursue to benefit alike the slave and 
the lend of hi* bondage. 
The great questions before the American pub 
lie—“ perpetual slavery" as maintained by the 
South; “ unconditional emancipation” as urged 
bv the N orth—are fraught with evil. 
Agitator* 
have incessantly harped upon tho cxtiemc* un­ 
til the country has become utmost frantic on the 
subject; tho most hostile measure* hare been 
taken, bitter feelings engendered, strife, blood­ 
shed and the tighter riveting of boud* have dis­ 
graced u* ; the broach being constantly widened 
and not one point of real advantage gained by 
cither party. 
The storm yet rages ; tho assail­ 
ants, blinded by their frill (Ihe one for the preser­ 
vation of bi* property, nnd the other in behalf 
of the captive) rush madly on without pausing to 
consider tire folly of the measure* they have hur 
riedly adopted, nnd the impossibility of driving 
each other to the wall. 
But while the warfare ha* been waxing fiercer 
and fiercer, the cause of the blacky as assumed 
by the Colonization Society,ha* greatly advanced. 
Tho society bas augmented rapidly 
I ’he leading 
minds of the country have sanctioned nnd now 
lo*e no opportunity to advocate emigration to Li­ 
beria ; and the Colony, planted with fear and 
trembling, now appears under the moot favorable 
auspices. There is no longer a doubt of success, or 
of tho influence Liberia must have on tho com 
merce of the world. 
Through lier we look for the 
development of the resources of Africa and for 
full account* of the interior of the country which, 
until recently, baa been a sealed book. 
Ac 
counts that have been received of excursion* 
into the country a distance of two or three hun 
drcd miles, furnish the most flattering descrip 
lions of the land nnd its resource*—its lake*, 
rivers,plains nnd mountains all spread out to view 
and easily turned to use when once appropriated 
by the pioneers of christianity. 
One cannot 
hut rejoice that at length a good and proper 
home has been provided for tho vast number of 
blacks w ho are spread over our country, and that 
henceforth they will, as they have tho means and 
the liberty, emigrate to the land from which their 
fathers 
wore wrested nnd which under their 
hands could be made to supply the world with 
the products of the torrid and temperate zones. 
The woik is g o in g bravely on ; the inhabitants 
are constantly receiving additions to their num 
ber from the United States, and find employment 
for them as soon as lait led. Christianity abounds 
and has already done much for the native#, de 
straying the slave trade, reconciling hostile 
tribe*, inviting them to bury all animosity and 
devote themselves to the pursuits of the Colony 
No lets than eighty th oisand have become civifo 
used and enrolled themselves member* of the 
Colony, nnd treaties have been made with several 
tribes numbering over two hundred thousand 
souls, for tho suppression of the slave trade. 
Their commerce is already flourishing; the laws 
they have enacted are good and wholesome, and 
all things are conducted in a manner that maker 
Liberia a 
model colony; while her jieople — 
slaves of yesterday—are extending their hands 
to their brethren in America, earnestly entreating 
them to come and smarts the blessings they en ­ 
joy. 
“ Come by hundreds, come by thousands," 
they cry, " and be men, as you never can be u n ­ 
til you touch these shores. 
You may be em an­ 
cipated, you may take your freo (wipers, and 
wander up and down the land w here you have 
been slave*, but you can never enjoy equal rights 
and privilege* there. 
Come over as fast as you 
can. 
Cast in your lot with us and we will do 
you good.” 
The United States have done more than any 
other nation for Liberia, yet there is one tiling 
tacking—Liberia has never been recognized by 
this government as an Independent Republic.— 
We have sent out worthy men to^ inspect the 
land and purchase a large tract ; we have fur­ 
nished vast sums of money for the benefit of the 
society (about $.50,000 a year,) encouraged emi­ 
gration, watched with care the planting of the 
young Republic, their election of a President, the 
establishing of a Senate, House of Representa­ 
tives and Courts of Justice, and seen for ac 
knowledged by Frnnce and England a* an inde­ 
pendent power, without having taken one step 
for thcsnme recognition by our own government. 
The inhabitants look to us to make such an ac­ 
knowledgement and why should it not be ac­ 
corded ? Certainly everything calculated to en­ 
courage them in their efforts to stand forth as 
men, should meet w ith a corresponding move on 
our part, and every step calculated to increase 
their numbers, improve their territory, enlarge 
their commerce and enhance the value and quan­ 
tity of their produce, should be taken, relying on 
the profitable trade we may yet have with the in­ 
terior of Africa through the exertions and influ­ 
ence of the Liberians, os an equivalent for all we 
may expend on her.

AN ACT in addition to several act* enabling 
tow n councils to grunt licenses for the retailing 
strong liquors and for other purposes*.

Section I. If any person shall sell, or suffer to 
be sold by any person, any cider iii the towns of 
Smut! Kingstown, Coventry, or Westerly, in any 
Ie** quantity than ten gallons, all cider so sold 
to lie delivered at one time, without license first 
had and obtained from the town council of said 
town, or in any building other than that speci­ 
fied in his license unless as agent or servant of 
rn person licensed, and in a building duly li­ 
censed, he shall forfeit and pay the sum of tw en­ 
ty dollars for every offence; nor shall any Jud­ 
son bo excused a* agent or servant of another, 
unless that other be usually present in said li­ 
censed building* superintending the business 
transacted therein. 
Sec. 2. The complaint, prosecution, trial and 
forfeiture, for any offence under the preceeding 
section, shall be in conformity to the provisions 
of the act to which this act is in addition. 
Sec. 3. This act shall not take effect in either 
cf the said towns until it shall have been ac­ 
cepted by the electors of such town in some Ie.
